Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next 
at  Ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  followirg 
subjects: 

1.     To   choose   all    necessary  Town  Ofhcers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  repairing  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  State  Aid  Construction  or  Town  Road  Aid. 

5  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  add  to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  tractor  and 
snow  plow. 

6.  To  see  what  ."^um  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Town  Poor. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $361.69  to  pay  the  Town  Debt  of  1940. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  part  of  the  land 
acquired  by  deeds, 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  pay  part  of  the  costs  of  con- 
necting the  hall  to  the  Electric  Light  Line. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  zoning  the 
town, 

n.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Mascoma  Road,  so  called,  leading  from  the  Canaan  Town 
Line  to  the  Canaan  Town  Line,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  purchase  property  on  said  highway. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  or  Commit- 
tees, heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

To  the  School  District  of  Dorchester : 

I  herebj^  siiblnit  my  eleventh  repoft  as  Superintefl- 
dent  of  Schools-  The  statistical  report  for  the  year  1939-1940 
follows  this  feport. 

The  district  operates  one  school  at  Cheever.  Twent}  - 
nine  children  have  been  registered  since  September  an^ 
26  are  attending  at  present.     One  pupil  comes  from  Groton, 

As  the  teacher  is,  so  is  the  school.  A  group  from 
Colby  Junior  College  in  the  department  of  social  studies 
made  a  survey  of  a  number  of  schools  in  the  Dartmouth 
Lake  SunapCe  Region.  I  quote  from  its  report  relative  to 
the  Cheever  School.  "The  personality  of  the  teacher  so 
permeates  the  Cheever  School  in  Dorchester  that  one  cannot 
think  of  it  without  seeing  Miss  Nellie  Ashley  who  has  been 
there  for  twenty-one  years-  She  is  quite  progressive ^ 
always  auxious  to  know  how  her  pupils  rate  with  other 
pupils  in  the  state.  One  method  by  which  she  is  able  to  do 
this  is  through  the  use  of  standardized  tests.  Even  though 
the  school  is  located  'Way  back  in  the  woods'  it  ^eems  to 
be  as  progressive  as  any  in  the  region  which  we  visited.'^ 
It  is  gratifying  to  see  ourselves  as  others  see  ug  substantiating 
our  own  judgment  of  the  success  of  the  school. 

During  the  summer  the  Board  installed  five  modern 
desk-chair  units,  replacing  this  number  in  the  back  row^ 
The  Board  should  continue  to  install  at  least  this  numbef 
each  year  until  the  equipment  is  entirely  modern.  The 
school  was  painted  inside  and  Wallboard  put  on  the  side  wall 
to  replace  plaster  and  paper.  A  book  case  in  the  corner 
gives  more  room  for  books  and  papers.  Ventilators  have 
been  installed  in  the  toilets.     The  metal  fence  posts  have 


been  reset.     The  building  has  been  greatly  improved. 

The  Budget  for  the  coming  year  is  higher  than  formerly. 
This  is  due  largely  to  reduced  state  aid,  anticipated  high 
school  tuition,  and  needed  repairs  and  new  equipment  al- 
ready  expended. 

The  large  reduction  of  $625.46  of  state  aid  is  due  to  an 
''unexpended  balance"  of  approved  state  aid  allotment. 
Some  time  ago  the  Board  budgeted  and  the  State  approved 
of  transportation  routes  which  were  later  discontinued  as 
families  left  the  district.  This  reduces  the  anticipated  state 
aid  to  $342.21  for  December,  1941.  During  recent  years 
the  district  has  had  very  little  high  school  tuition  to  pay. 
This  J  ear  there  are  two  ppuils  cf  the  district  in  high  schools 
and  next  year  a  possibility  of  6  so  that  the  Board  estimated 
$350.  for  high  school  tuition.  The  estimate  for  transporta- 
tion is  in  excess  of  the  present  needs  but  an  allowance  has 
to  be  made  for  children  who  may  move  into  town  before 
fall  and  require  transportation  and  tuition.  There  will 
be  an  expense  to  jack  up  one  corner  of  the  Cheever  school. 

The  school  acknowledges  with  gratitude  a  picture  of 
George  Thayer  presented  by  his  family.  While  in  school 
only  a  short  time  he  made  a  deep  impression  on  all  those 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  loved  the  country  and 
his  school.  The  picture  hangs  in  a  conspicuous  place  to 
remind  the  pupils  of  one  whom  they  welcomed  in  their 
community  and  who  loved  to  be  with  them.
